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Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed December 31 , 2008 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent 
document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. The Office 
action dated 26 June 2006 was not provided. Rather, an Office action from the present 
application was provided. 

The information disclosure statement filed August 4, 2008 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. In particular, the DE 4315757 document did not have a concise 
explanation therewith. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: claims 255-273 only have original support from the original 
claims and not from the text of the specification. For this reason, the specification fails 
to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. 

Claim Objections 
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Claims 238, 247, and 249 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claim 238, it is not clear what "non-trivial" means in the manner 
utilized in the claim language. 

Regarding claims 247 and 249, line 1 of each claim, the language "comprising" is 
confusing because what the spaces "comprises" has already been set forth in the base 
claim. For this reason, the Examiner suggests changing "comprising" to —further 
comprising— in order to overcome this objection. Appropriate correction is required. 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84(h)(5) because Figures 1C, 20, 
4B, 4D, 5, 6XI, 6XJ, 6XK, 6XL, 7, and 8A show(s) modified forms of construction in the 
same view. Also, Figure "20" and "20" appear to be the same because "O" and "0" look 
identical. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
